Making  Progress 

“Never  before  has  the  usefulness  of  perennials  as  cut  flowers  been 
so  manifest  as  this  year.  When  greenhouse  flowers  began  to  wane 
and  it  was  much  too  early  for  annuals  outdoors,  perennials  filled  in 
the  gap  and  so  have  made  for  themselves  lasting  popularity  among 
florists. 

“Much  has  been  published  in  the  columns  of  The  Review  regarding 
perennials  as  cut  flowers.  This  year  has  proved  beyond  a doubt  that 
their  usefulness  as  cut'  flowers  is  unsurpassed  at  a time  when  all 
other  flowers  are  scarce. 

“Florists,  as  a rule,  are  not  too  well  acquainted  with  hardy  plants, 
it  being  a little  out  of  their  line.  It  is  for  this  reason  the  writer  is 
giving,  from  experience,  a brief  outline  of  this  class  of  plants.  There 
are  many  varieties  that  have  cut  flower  qualities.  In  fact,  all  of  them 
■have,  to  some  extent.”

“For  Variety  in  Make-up” 

Hardy  Perennials  for  Small-town  Florists 

I started  in  business  as  a small-town  florist;  I was  outside  of  the 
city,  doing  a purely  local  business,  and  I tried  to  use  my  own  re- 
sources 100  per  cent.  Today  I am  in  Kansas  City,  and,  although 
I am  but  a few  blocks  from  the  actual  center  of  the  city,  and  while 
we  now  have  five  up-to-date  wholesale  florists,  I am  still  using,  to  a 
large  extent,  what  I learned  then  to  “get  by”  with. 

I want  to  make  my  talk  to  the  small-town  florist  who  cannot  slip 
down  town  in  a few  minutes  and  get  what  he  wants.  My  appeal  is 
to  the  man  who  has  an  acre  or  two  and  a few  days  or  weeks  at  this 
time  of  the  year  without  taking  in  a dollar  and  then  without  a min- 
ute’s notice  is  up  against  a funeral  calling  for  flowers  that  may  run 
up  to  a few  hundred  dollars,  and  he  is  expected  to  be  ready  to  meet 
such  an  emergency.  If  he  is  a resourceful  man  he  has  been  working 
with  his  customers  on  the  idea  of  “leave  it  to  him  to  make  the  se- 
lection,” just  getting  at  the  price  they  want  to  pay  and  the  card. 
Then,  if  he  is  a man  of  taste  with  a good  idea  of  combining  flowers 
and  colors,  and  has  a good,  well  stocked  garden  plot,  he  can  “ride 
high.” 

Perennial  gypsophila  is  so  much  used  now,  fresh  or  dry,  that  I 
don’t  need  to  describe  it,  but  with  a bunch  of  gypsophila,  that  can 
be  grown  in  his  garden,  some  gladioli  of  different  colors,  some 
buddleia,  or  Summer  lilac;  lathyrus,  or  hardy  sweet  peas;  helianthus, 


or  double  hardy  sunflowers;  some  dahlias,  some  lavender  or  white 
stokesias,  tamarix,  tuberoses  and  some  rubrum  lilies,  he  is  fixed 
to  meet  anything. 

Hardy  Perennials 

Their  Possibilities 

What  can  be  done  with  perennial  and  garden  flowers?  You  can 
make  anything  that  can  be  made  with  any  other  flowers.  I can  re- 
member many  pretty  things  made  entirely  of  garden  flowers;  for 
instance,  a large  wreath,  about  three-fourths  of  it  of  dark  purple 
delphinium,  finished  with  a large  cluster  of  candidum  lilies,  another 
of  English  ivy  leaves  with  a garland  of  asters.  Only  recently  we 
made  a neighborhood  piece  about  six  feet  high  of  gladioli  on  an 
easel;  for  appearance  it  would  have  been  hard  to  equal  with  green- 
house-grown flowers,  right  today  and  every  day,  we  are  putting  up 
beautiful  and  artistic  spray  bouquets,  panels  and  wreaths,  that  I 
am  sure  would  please  the  most  critical;  and  we  do  not  use  a single 
rose  or  carnation. 

If  you  will  grow  a good,  strong  row  of  Tamarix  hispida  (shrub), 
you  can  snap  your  fingers  at  the  cut  ferns  during  the  summer,  when 
it  is  so  hard  to  get  ferns  and  to  keep  them;  its  bluish  green  foliage 
is  a wonderful  help  to  your  flowers  in  sprays  or  otherwise.  I prefer 
it  to  asparagus  for  the  foliage,  and  the  flowers  do  help. 

I have  used  it  with  lilies,  late  gladioli  and  early  mums,  and  it  is  a 
jewel. 

I have  not  said  anything  about  growing  plants  such  as  gladioli, 
asters,  dahlias  and  so  on,  as  I suppose  everyone  is  growing  and 
knows  about  them.  Some  of  the  things  I have  mentioned  work 
wonderfully  well  with  those  and  help  to  make  different  combina- 
tions, so  that  you  do  not  get  tired  of  the  sameness.  One  thing  I 
should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  is  ismene  calathina,  sometimes 
called  Peruvian  daffodil.  It  is  also  called  the  white  amaryllis,  which 
we  call  them.  This  is  a bulb  that  you  plant  in  the  Spring  in  about 
three  plantings,  commencing  as  soon  as  the  soil  is  warm,  and  ending 
about  June  15  to  20.  We  are  just  cutting  the  last,  and  they  work  up 
as  well  as  Easter  lilies  and  are  no  trouble  whatever  to  grow,  and 
your  bulbs  increase  in  size  and  number. 

Always  remember  that  it  pays  every  evening  to  go  out  and  cut 
a lot  of  these  flowers  and  put  them  in  fresh,  cold  water;  a cave  or 
cool  cellar  is  almost  all  they  need,  and  if  you  do  not  use  them  one 
day,  throw  out  those  that  do  not  look  good  and  get  more.  If  you 
do  this,  you  will  always  have  the  stock  ready  to  use  and  in  the  right 
condition  to  use.  Your  customers  will  not  be  kicking  because  they 
get  a lot  of  wilted  flowers,  and  gradually  will  get  to  like  and  use  more 
and  more  of  these,  and  you  will  pile  up  more  and  more  dollars  for 
your  Uncle  Sam  to  collect  income  tax  from.  But,  incidentally,  you 
get  away  from  that  awful  thought,  “Where  are  the  flowers  coming 
from  to  fill  that  order?”

This  Artemisia  is  one  of  such  rare  beauty  and  so  valuable  for  va- 
rious purposes  that  a description  can  hardly  do  it  full  justice. 

For  landscape  effect  from  early  summer  until  late  winter,  it  is  a 
most  outstanding  plant.  Its  bright  silver  colored  stems  and  foliage 
blend  harmoniously  with  other  foliage  or  blooming  plants  and  its 
rich,  striking  beauty  in  form  and  color  is  first  to  attract  attention 
regardless  of  its  surroundings. 

For  the  cut  flower  trade  the  foliage  of  Artemisia  Silver  King  is 
one  of  the  greatest  values  as  a filler  for  sprays  or  designs?  It  ma- 
tures early  in  the  summer  and  quickly  hardens  to  a state  when  it 
can  be  cut  and  used  without  moisture.  The  foliage  does  not  wilt  or 
shatter  after  hardening  off  and  can  be  carried  dry  indefinitely  with- 
out losing  its  color.  Leading  cut  flower  dealers  who  handled  the 
foliage  of  this  Artemisia  last  season  stated  there  is  no  other  material 
that  will  produce  the  same  high-class  effect  and  that  when  used  in 
sprays  with  pink  roses  the  effect  is  most  striking. 

The  illustration  above  was  made  from  an  actual  photograph  taken 
July  2,  1926,  of  a plant  in  the  open  ground  which  has  lived  through 
two  of  our  most  severe  winters  without  mulch  or  any  protection, 
proving  its  absolute  hardiness.  It  thrives  in  ordinary  soil,  growing 
to  a height  of  about  three  feet  in  almost  perfect  symmetrical  form.

During  a sojourn  amongst  the  retail  stores  on  Friday 
and  Saturday  of  the  past  week,  I was  somewhat  surprised  to 
note  the  lack  of  this  old  favorite  plant  amongst  the  volume 
of  roses,  hydrangeas,  etc.,  being  shown  especially  so  since 
the  few  pots  of  same  offered  were  readily  sold  at  from  $3.00 
to  $4.00  each  after  being  “dressed  up”  a bit.  Upon  examina- 
tion I found  that  these  plants  were  produced  from  two  root 
formations  which  did  not  likely  cost  the  grower  more  than 
70c  or  80c  and  since  Dicentra  can  be  readily  brought  into 
bloom  in  a few  months’  time  I do  not  know  of  anything  in 
the  plant  line  that  is  more  favored  by  the  public  and  which 
will  return  a larger  profit.  Roots  of  the  above  are  usually 
delivered  in  November  and  are  stored  in  frames  until  Feb- 
ruary when  they  are  potted  up  and  carried  in  a temperature 
of  55  degrees.  After  starting  into  growth  they  require  some 
considerable  water. 

“Bleeding  Heart”  is  likewise  a most  desirable  pot  plant 
for  Easter  sales,  however,  for  this  day  they  should  be  potted 
up  in  January.  It  is  suggested  that  you  arrange  now  with 
your  dealer  to  supply  you  with  roots  for  delivery  from  1926 
crop.  Do  not,  however,  buy  anything  but  large  forcing 
stock.  The  small  roots  not  infrequently  supplied  being  only 
desirable  for  garden  purposes,  the  plant  being  quite  hardy 
when  planted  in  well  drained  soil  with  a slight  protection 
during  winter  season. 

I might  also  say  that  in  offering  Dielytra  for  Easter  or 
Mothers’  Day  sales  and  as  a pot  plant  a good  talking  point 
is  the  fact  after  same  has  answered  its  purpose  as  a blooming 
plant  it  can  be  planted  into  the  open  to  good  advantage.

h or  early  flowering  you  plant  the  bulbs,  or  rather  tubers,  about 
January,  in  flats  or  sandy  soil,  barely  covering  the  tops.  Place  on  a 
propagating-  bench  with  a good  bottom  heat,  or  on  the  return  pipes, 
and  keep  fairly  moist — not  soaking  wet.  As  soon  as  growth  appears, 
pot  them  up  in  3K~ in.  pots  and  place  in  a 55-deg.  house  on  a sunnv 
bench.  Such  early  started  ones  may  flower  for  Easter,  even  if  that 
day  does  come  in  April,  and  beautiful,  attractive  pans  can  be  made 
up  by  using  three  or  five  plants  to  an  8-in.  pan.  For  bedding  purposes 
start  about  the  early  part  of  March  and  treat  the  same  way,  but  during 
April  and  May  carry  the  plants  in  an  airy  and  rather  cool  house,  to 
avoid  a soft  growth.  Another  batch  can  be  started  about  April  1st, 
and  the  plants  after  being  potted  up,  brought  to  a hotbed  where  later 
on  the  sashes  can  be  removed  and  the  plants  hardened  off.” 


Previous  to  the  United  States  embargo,  Tuberous-rooted  Begonias 
and  Gloxinias  were  in  the  greatest  favor  as  a pot  plant,  likewise  for 
bedding  in  partially  shaded  situations;  however,  until  the  present 
American  growers  had  not  succeeded  in  producing  sufficient  stock  of 
first  quality  to  anywhere  near  supply  the  demand.  One  of  our  spe-

During  October, 
November  and  Decemer,  allow  the  plants  to  have  a sunny  bench 
in  a carnation  house.  Up  to  October,  carry'  the  plants  outdoors  in 
a cold  frame,  while  freshly  potted  bulbs  should  be  shaded;  as  soon 
as  growth  is  under  way,  permit  them  to  have  full  sunlight.  Why 
not  order  your  requirements  in  the  way  of  bulbs  now?  It  is  a poor 
policy  to  commence  looking  around  for  bulbs  when  ready'  to  plant 
them  out." — From  writings  of  Fritz  Bahr,  noted  horticulturist,  in 
the  Florists’  Exchange.

“For  several  years  there  seems  to  have  been  a controversy 
over  two  varieties  of  Gladiolus;  viz.,  ‘Scarlet  Princeps,’  orig- 
inated by  A.  E.  Kunderd,  and  ‘Virginia,’  introduced  by  A. 

W.  Pooley. 

“In  order  that  this  question  might  be  settled,  last  year  we 
procured  from  A.  E.  Kunderd  fifty  bulbs  of  ‘Scarlet  Prin- 
ceps’ and  also  fifty  bulbs  of  ‘Virginia’  from  A.  W.  Pooley. 
These  bulbs  were  all  of  the  same  size,  and  were  planted  in 
the  A.  G.  S.  Exhibition  Gardens,  side  by  side,  and  carefully 
watched.  The  date  of  planting,  even  to  the  hour,  was  the 
same.  The  germination,  or  sprouting,  the  foliage,  the  height, 
the  length  of  spike,  and  the  flowers  themselves  were  care- 
fully watched,  and  opinions  were  asked  of  many  who  visited 
the  gardens.  In  each  instance  there  could  be  no  difference 
whatsoever  found  between  the  two  flowers.” 

We,  therefore,  think  that  this  question  is  now  settled  for  all  time, 
and  that  “Scarlet  Princeps”  and  Pooley’s' “Virginia”  are  synonymous. 
The  credit  should  be  given  to  A.  E.  Kunderd,  as  originator.

In  spite  of  all  that  has  been  said  and  written  about  Gladioli, 
the  many  years  they  have  been  with  us  and  the  many  beautiful 
new  sorts  which  have  been  introduced  during  the  past  20  years, 
but  comparatively  few  florists  make  the  money  out  of  them 
they  should.  To  make  Gladioli  pay  one  must  handle  desirable 
sorts  to  begin  with,  start  planting  from  January  on  up  to 
the  time  when  everybody  is  filling  gardens  with  them,  and 
plant  again  for  a late  crop.  A batch  of  bulbs  planted  now 
and  followed  up  every  three  weeks  or  so  wfill  not  only  produce 
the  finest  spikes  from  May  on  but  make  it  a most  profitable 
crop  which  can  be  successfully  handled  in  even  the  smallest 
greenhouse  with  5 ft.  of  headroom  above  the  benches,  and  if 
short  on  bench  room  just  now’  you  can  carry  the  plants  along 
in  4-in.  pots  for  the  next  two  months  and  plant  out  later.  A 
Carnation  house  temperature  does  nicely — for  extra  early  out- 
door flowering  bulbs  can  be  started  the  same  way  in  pots,  say 
about  the  first  of  March,  and  planted  in  a frame  later.  Good 
sorts  cost  money,  but  they  are  the  only  ones  for  the  florist 
to  handle,  and  it  pays  to  take  care  of  them.

Planting  Table  For  Giganteum  Lilies 

Excerpt  From  “The  Florist’s  Review” 

The  Review  receives  so  many  queries  in  regard  to  giganteum  lilies, 
for  Easter  mostly,  but  in  some  measure  for  other  occasions,  that  it 
has  endeavored  to  arrange  a planting  table,  with  the  dates  of  starting, 
the  approximate  time  of  flowering,  and  the  average  temperature 
needed  to  bring  them  into  bloom  at  various  periods.  Of  course  these 
dates  are  merely  approximate;  severe  cold  or  intense  heat  may  retard 
or  advance  plants,  and  long  spells  of  dark  weather  will  also  have 

their  effect.  While  some  lilies  do  well  when  grown  comparatively  cool,  the  best 
success  with  giganteums  is  always  secured  when  they  are  grown  warm  from  the 
start.  Moderate  watering  is  necessary  until  the  pots  are  nicely  filled  with  roots: 
then  an  ample  supply  is  needed.  Fresh  bulbs  require  more  water  at  all  stages  of 
their  growth  than  cold  storage  ones;  they  also  require  a longer  season  to  come  to 
perfection. 

As  lilies  make  all  their  best  roots  from  the  tops,  and  not  from  the  bottoms  of  the 
bulbs,  it  is  an  advantage  to  start  them  in  4-inch  pots,  later  shifting  and  burying 
the  bulbs  deeper  in  6-inch  pots,  or  to  pot  in  6-inch  pots  at  once,  setting  the  bulb 
well  down,  and,  after  growth  has  started,  to  give  a top-dressing.

Flowers  of  “Class” 

While  visiting  with  one  of  our  prominent  Chicago  retailers  a few 
days  ago  he  displayed  to  me  a large  spray  composed  of  Lilium  Rub- 
rum (Magnificum)  blooms  tied  at  the  base  with  a bow  of  chiffon, 
immediately  above  which  were  several  bunches  of  pure  white  and 
lavender  sweet  peas;  the  background  being  of  ferns.  The  whole  pro- 
duced a very  rich  and  high  toned  effect.  Said  florist  informed  me  that 
this  arrangement  was  his  piece  de  luxe,  especially  during  the  summer 
season,  and  the  particular  spray  referred  to  was  for  one  of  his  wealthy 
customers  who  requested  that  “something  different”  be  furnished  and 
at  open  price.  His  charge  was  the  sum  of  $50.00  for  this  particular 
spray.  The  possibility  for  a good  margin  of  profit  with  such  a com- 
bination as  here  mentioned  needs  no  comment  on  my  part. 

Lilium  Rubrum  (Magnificum)  bulbs  can  now  be  secured  from 
dealers  during  almost  the  entire  year  through  the  fact  that  they  are 
carried  in  cold  storage  and  planted  by  many  growers  semi-monthly 
so  as  to  insure  almost  continuous  bloom.  They  succeed  best  in  a cool 
temperature  under  glass,  and  from  early  May  can  be  planted  out  in 
the  open  ground  to  come  into  flower  during  August.  They  require  a 
light  friable  and  well  drained  soil,  succeeding  best  in,  at  least  partial 
shade.  Some  growers  following  the  plan,  cultivate  them  in  lath 
houses  under  which  the  bulbs  seem  to  thrive  two  years  or  more 
without  being  disturbed.  Numerous  growers  arrange  with  their 
dealers  for  a certain  number  of  cases  of  them  when  the  new  crop  of 
bulbs  come  in  November  and  December,  and  for  shipment  during  the 
ensuing  months  from  cold  storage  as  wanted.  Lilium  Magnificum  is 
truly  a money  maker  for  the  florists,  both  grower  and  retailer,  and 
their  popularity  is  jumping  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

A prominent  Ohio  grower  cultivates  the  aboved  named  lilies  in  dis- 
carded window  glass  boxes  18-24,  setting  them  about  6 inches  below 
the  top.  As  can  be  readily  believed,  these  boxes  can  be  set  into  any 
waste  space  in  the  greenhouse  and  moved  around  at  will.  After 
bloom  has  passed  the  boxes  are  laid  on  their  side,  allowed  to  rest  for 
a period  of  months,  and  then  started  into  growth  again  for  another 
crop.  A moderate  amount  of  bone  meal  is  added  as  fertilizer.
